The sales from the government’s 
silver reserves in: any’ given year are 
hardly likely to amount to so much as 
India’s recent silver imports. have total- 
ed. On the other hand there is the pos- 


sibility which the commission envisaged }. 


in its report, that considerable amounts 
of silver rupees may come out of hoards 
to be redeemed in gold. In thé commis- 
sion’s judgment, the outside amount of 
rupees that could conceivably come on the 


market from this source might aggregate |. 


something over o half billion ounces, 
though this is by no means. the total of 
India’s hoarded silver. It is.imposzible 
to foresee what part, if any, of. this-will 
actually come.on the market. India may 
still be something of a buyer, and pt

Fire broke out at 843 this morning 
aboard the China Merchants’ atearher 
Kianyyung, which had been commandeer- 


came current in the’ streets that every- 
thing imaginable was about to happen 
and the population of Kiukiang was 
scared out. for their’ wits for o few 
hours. Hye is 

The ship was to leave for Nanking this 
afternoon, fully loaded with arms and 
ammunition for emergency use there.’ 
During this week 8,000 boxes of ammuni- 
tion, $,000 ‘rifles and-other-arms, 

suits of wadded clothes for troops, and 
about ‘100 rounds of bombs and shells 


‘| were moved.on board*to be transported 


down river, All of these were completely 
destroyed ‘by. the fire. ais lal lade lat sa 
The conflagration Insted for five hours, 
and the cracking ond crashing of .cx- 
ploding shells was continuous. On board 
lat the time were some 600 carrying 
coolies, 400 soldiers and about 100 me-, 
chanics and engineéts. Those who were 
not killed on board jumped into the 
river, and 1,300 of them were drowned. 


‘+ Much reseue work was accomplished by 


boats from the foreign gunboats in port 
and also. by those of the Asiatic Petro- 
leum and Standard Oil Company. 

All the shops in the city closed théir 
doors ‘as soon as the fire broke out, and 
people cleared off the strects not know- 
ing what was in the air. The city was 
badly..frightened.”’ It was suspected that 
‘Southern spies, who had found out about 
the transportation of troops and om- 
munition, set fire to the boat to destroy 
it and to shake the morale of Sun Cuan 
Fang’s forces.—flankow Herald:

Ying Sze Kung is a high official in 
Chekiang who is aaid to have supported 
the independence movement of Hsia Chao 
last Saturday. Ying states that Heio
